Tur Comedy of The Hypocrite was again acted last night, in con- 
sequer.ce of the applause which attended its former representation 
here, when Mr. Dowron performed the character ef Doctor Cantwell, 
which we have before had eccasion to remark upon as a most admi- 
rable piece of acting. It is an exhibition of the most ample knowledge 
of the part that perhaps ever was seen. It affords a living calumny 
on human nature, displayed in its worst features, exd disgusts, while 
at the same moment we are pleased with the taleat which embedies 
it with so much apparent truth. Mr. Dowton’s fame, if it*stood upon 
no other foundation than his manner of acting the hypocritical villain, 
Doctor Cantwell, would be handed down to posterity, amongst the 
most successful of the histrionic profession. 

Mr. Liston’s Maw-worm is highly amusing—he exhibits the true 
conventicle serious ignorance in look and manner. The Colonel was 
well performed by Mr. Coorer; and all the other characters were 
effectively represented. The Comedy proved very amusing to an elegant 
ard numerous audience. 

The Swiss Villagers, and Simpson and Co. concluded the evening's 
entertainment very agreeably. 





COVENT GARDEN. 


Miss M. Trer, Jast night. had a brilliant Benefit—the honse was 
crowded in every part. The pieces performed were Twelfth Night, 
and The Marriage of Figaro—in these, the only novelty was the 
first appearanee on the stage of two of Miss Tree's sisters. One of 
them, Miss E. Tree, performed Olivia in the Comedy. It is not a 
character in which there is much to do, but it requires qualities whieh 
are absolutely requisite in other parts, particularly in genteel Comedy 
—namely, a lady-like deportment—a pleasing person—and a just 
and appropriate delivery. With great truth we can say, Miss E. Trer, 
possesses these necessary pvints, and made a very interesting debut. 
Her manner reminded us much of that quict gentility which distin- 
guished Miss Bouton, (now Lapy Tuvriow)—there is a sweetness 
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of tone inher acting, which, like the lady referred to, makes her ap- 
pear very engaging. We doubt not, that the public will become better 
acquainted with this young lady. Her sister, Miss A. Tree, acted 
Cherubino, the Page, in the Opera, and really appeared very arch ;— 
but her speaking voice requires to be more exerted. She is, almost, 
a counter -part, in regard to person, marner, and voice, to her sister, 
our established favorite. She sang “‘ No joy without my love,” with 
a correctness and delicacy that produced her an unanimous encore. 
Of course, these young ladies are to be considered like the new fledged 
bird, that seeks to try the strength of its pin.ons, and its netes—they 
have on this occasion shewn that they want but opportunities to spread 
their wings, or to exert their sweet pipes, and that practice will fully 
enable them to soar and to warble. 


Miss M. Tree played Viola with all her usual sweetness of manner, 
and was encored in several of her songs, particularly in “ Bid me 
Discourse ;” and as Susanna, in The Marriage of Figaro, in the 
iutroduced air and castenct dance, Rose d'amour,” Miss Paton repre- 
sented the Countess, in the latter piece, with her customary elegance, 
and sang with uncommon brilliancy—an encore of her first song, 
would have been insisted on, but it was getting late, and encores were 
rather objected to. 


In the course of the evening, Miss Suarre played a Fantasia on 
the harp, with great execution, and was much applauded. 


The chief characters in the Comedy were excellently sustained by 
Messrs. Fawcett, Bart ey, W. Farren, Brancnarn, Mrs.Grans,Xe. 
In the Opera, Mr. Jones, Mr Pearman, Mr. Fawcer, Miss Love,&c. 
were very effective representatives of their several parts. ‘The whole 
entertainments gave much delight, and have proved, we are happy to 
say, solidly beneficial to Miss Tree.
